Cincinnati, O.. Nov. 3—Today Geo. 


B. Cox's supporters admitted 
they 


were all at sea as to the probable re- 
sult of Tuesday's election. 
Two days 


ago they were offering even 
money 


thai Gorddn, the Cox's candidate for 
mayor, would win by 10.000 plurality. 
The money was taken so quickly that 
the Cox money ran out. Then a few 
bets were made that Gordon would 
have 8,000, but since yesterday there 
has been no Cox money in sight for 
any figure. 


Last night Gov. Folk addressed the 


largest and most enthusiastic meeting 
ever held in Cincinnati. Fully one- 
half the people on the platform and in 
the audience 
were Republicans 
and j 


Judge Hollister, a leading Republican 
in a ringing speech, promised 20,000 
Republican voteg against the Cox local 
ticket. Hollister however, said noth- 
ing as to the state ticke. I. C. Harper, 
the last speaker at the meeting, made 
the most startling allegation that the 
Cox machine was by^TfaucfuIenTI'efis'" 
iration on a huge scale, planning to 
steal the election. - 'Harper read a long 
list of names registered from a single 
low class hotel, not one of whom lived 
there or were even known to the pro- 
prietor. In another instance ten men, 
registered from a dive which does not 
contain a single bed or other place to 
sleep. He showed that while the pop- 
ulation of Cleveland was 5",000 greater 
than that of Cincinnati, the registra- 
tion in Cincinnati was 5,000 greater 
than in Cleveland. Harper declared 
ths 5,000 was suspicious. The honest 
elections committtee here, it is said- 
has already found more than 1.000 ac- 
tual instances of false registration. It 
is estimated that from 8,000 to 15,000 
registrations are fictitious. 


Opponents of Cox claim that it is 


this fact only which accounts for the 
continued assertion of the machine 
workers that they will save their local 
ticket These workers also declare 
that Herrick will get all the votes 
their local ticket gets and also a great 
number of rotes of independent 
Re- 


publicans. 


Straw polls taken in factories and 


shops, however, have vastly encour- 
aged the anti-Cox leaders. From two 
to one to five to one against the Cox 
tickets is not uncommon. 
One big 


hardware factory which cast nine to 
one for Roosevelt polled nine to one 
against Cox. In another factory where 
115 men are employed every one de- 
clared himself against the Cox ticket- 


Some predict a tidal wave that will 


make any ordinary political shifts, and 
even padded registration lists ineffec- 
tive.

Jit. Vernon, O., Nov 3.—The inquest 


in the Stuart L. Pierson case is still 
in progress, being conducted by Coro- 
ner Scarbrough and" Prosecuting At- 
torney Stillwell. It is strictly private. 
Prosecutor Stillwell says: 


"So far there has not been sufficient 


evidence brought out in the inquest to 
show that Stuart Pierson was tied to 
the railroad track in Gambier last Sat- 
urday evening., but today I expect the 
evidence to show some startling facts." 


Ten witnesses were examined during 


the day, among them Attorney Charles 
F. Colville of this city, who accompa- 
nied tbe remains of Stuart Pierson to 
Cincinnati.

Mr. Neal, known to frienls as Lar- 


ry" Neal, was born in Parkersburg, 
W. Va., Sept. 22, 1§44, the son of Law- 
rence Perry and -Mary Hall Neal. He 
was educated in "a private academy 
there and at the age of 20 years went 
to Chillicothe and entered the law 
office of Judge Safford. 


He was admitted to the bar in 186C. 


and immediately elected city solicitor 
of Chillicothe. The following year, at 
the age of 23, he was elected to the 
house of the Fifty-eighth general as, 
sembly. He declined renomlnation at 
the close of his term. 


In 1875 at the age of only 28, he 


was elected to the Forty-third' con- 
gress from the Seventh district He 
was re-elected in 1874. "In congress his 
advocacy of a tariff for revenue only 
was a distinguished characteristic. Al, 
ways strictly for this principle, 
he 


constantly fought for it upon the floor, 
and after his retirement, at the close 
of his last congressional term, he still 
maintained the same position. Once 
later he gained much notice for this 
determination. 


At the Chicago convention in 1892. 


at which Grover Cleveland "was nom- 
mated, Mr. Neal, almost alone, took 
the floor and forced the adoption of a 
plank, declaring for tariff for revenue 
only. 


In 1893 he was nominated for gov- 


ernor by the Democrats of Ohio in 
convention at Cincinnati, but was de- 
feated by William McKinley. 


In the preliminary maneuvering be- 


fore the last state Democratic conven- 
tion the name of Mr. Neal was warm- 
ly urged. His name was presented to 
the convention but he was never a 
formidable factor in the fight. 


Mr. Neal was quite wealthy. In 


June, 1903. he was married to Miss 
Carrie Walker, a stenographer, in Co- 
Inmbus. 


A sister, Mrs. Arabella Warden, of 


Parkersburg, W. Va., is the only sur- 
viving relative besides the widow. 


It is expected burial will be made 


at Grandview cemetery, Chillicothe, 
tomorroy.

Chicago, Nov. 3.—'Association foot- 


ball will be introduced as a coHege 
sport at the University of Chicago- 
Coach Alonzo Stagg started the move- 
ment this week by asking the schools 
of philosophy and letters of the junior 
colleges to organize teams, and also 
stated that he would supervise the 
work. It is the intention of Coach 
Stagg to make the "Socker" game a 
regular college sport, and when other
